At the present time, Gov# Roosevelt has the lead among 
Democrats, hut inasmuch as a two-thirds majority is required in a 
Democratic convention his very strength may serve to unite other 
candidates against him until he is eliminated. 
Hoover will probably run on a mildly dry platform and the 
Democratic nominee will slip about on a more or less wet program. 
Both parties know the futility of trying to repeat the present law, 
even though large m inders in each party believe the prohibitory 
law should either Is* repealed or radically amended. 
Nearly all eastern states favor liquor while southern voters 
are dry largely because they do not want the negro to have access 
to liquor. 
The south has heretofore furnished the Democratic 
votes in the electoral college, but eastern leaders of the party seem 
willing to trade southern support for the chance they may have of 
eorraling more votes by an appeal to the eastern wets, and while 
prohibition is hound to Is* one of the leading issues in 193J2 it may 
he dwarfed by the cry of depression and its cure. 
There is much 
watex to pass under the bridge before campaign issues are to lie 
determined, but two of the big planks in th** platform of I wit h 
major parties will concern themselves with the prohibition amend­ 
ment and a panacea for bad times.
